Newly amended/submitted claim 90 and 1 10 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
Applicant elected the vital signs sensor species in a telephone conversation with Peter Bilinski on 
June 25, 2005 which was recorded in a first action rejection on the merits dated June 27, 2005. 
Applicant's choice of vital signs sensors species excludes later adding limitations to a distinct 
species, i.e. imaging device and identification device. See section "Election/Restriction" on page 
2 of the first action rejection on the merits dated June 27, 2005 for a listing of the previously 
identified species. The added limitation in claim 90, "further including patient identification 
means for identifying a said patient prior to obtaining said patient record for use by said pressure 
control assembly" is a limitation that is directed to the distinct species of, an imaging device and 
identification device (emphasis added). The limitation in claim 110, "verifying the identity of 
one of said patients prior to taking a subsequent blood pressure reading of said patient" suffers 
from the same issue (emphasis added). 

Additionally dependent claims 94-103 are part of the non-elected species as being 
dependent on a non-elected species. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 90, 94-103 and 1 10 are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 
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The amendment filed on May 12, 2008 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention for the reasons 
provided above.
